THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Unity, qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


. 1. To choose three selectmen for one, two and three 
years and all other necessary town officers and agents for the 
ensuing year. 

. 2. To choose a Trustee of Trust funds for the ensuing 
three years. 

8 To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for repairing highways. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise such sums as 
may be needed to secure state aid for permanent highway im- 
provement and state aid maintenance. 

5. To see what sums the town will vote to pay the just 
debts of the town and raise and appropriate money therefor. 

6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

7. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise for breaking roads. 

8. To raise such sums as may be necessary for other 
necessary town charges. 

9. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of one 
hundred dollars for controlling the white pine blister rust im 
town. 

10. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
moving the LaClair school house to the village for library pur- 
poses. 
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11. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to buying a piano for the town hall, and to raise and appropri- 
ate money therefor. 


12. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


13. To take the sense of the qualified voters, whether the 
alterations and amendments to the constitution as propossed by 
the constitutional convention shall be adopted.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board of Unity: 


I hereby submit my second report of your schools for your 
examination and approval. 


I have now been with you four and a half terms. I am 
just getting my work well under way and can commence to see 
some improvements. 


This year has been exceptionally good for school work 
so far as weather is concerned. Pupils are beginning to take 
some interest in their work and are trying harder to be present 
each day. Some schools have very few absences and almost 
no one tardy. 


Improvements Made 


The East schoolhouse has been reshingled. The roof was in 
very bad condition and should have been shingled long before 
it was. It had leaked so long and badly that the plaster is 
coming off the ceiling. It is poor business to neglect a leaky 
yoof. The seats and desks have been changed around to make 
them more comfortable. The stove has been moved from the 
front of the room where it is not needed to one side, about half 
way to the back of the room where it is needed to warm the 


pupils. 


Quaker City 


A part of the windows have been taken from the east 
east side of this building and placed in the west side. The seats 
and desks have been turned around so that the pupils face north 
instead of south. The stove has been taken from the front part 
of the room and placed in the east side. These changes have 
made the house much more comfortable. 
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Center 


The windows have been taken from the south side and in- 
stalled in the north side. The seats and desks have been changed 
to face the east. This brings the light on the pupils left and 
back as it should be. . 


A jacket has been put around the stove which has been 
changed to the middle of the south side of the room. 


Country . 
The weeds and bushes have been cut away from the school 
house, making it much more pleasant and sanitary. Wood 


enough has thus been secured to last the school for one or two 
years. 


Improvements Needed 
The windows should be changed in the houses in the 
Church and Country and East districts. Toilets should all be 
made sanitary and fit for boys and girls to use. Most of them 
need to be moved and more or less alterations made in them. All 
need to have vaults put in them. Many of the desks and seats 
still need to be changed. 


All of the houses need more and better blackboards. The 
stoves should all be jacketed. 


Teachers 


All of our teachers returned to us last fall except Miss 
Newton at the East school. Miss Ida Bennett was secured to 
take her place. This school is doing good work considering the 
attendance which has been very poor. The whooping cough has 
kept many of the children out for several days at a time. This 
has retarded the work quite a little. 


The other schools have made steady advancement. Hot 
soups or drinks are being served with the noon lunch at the 
Quaker City and East schools. The day is not far distant when 
this will be required in all the schools in the state where chil- 
dren eat noon lunches. It is a good thing if not carried too far 
and should be encouraged by parents and school officials. 


Text Books and Supplies 


Text books have advanced very much in price during the 
year. We hdve not had to purchase nearly as many as we did 
last year. We have tried to keep the cost as low as possible and 
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have carried sets of readers from one school to another to save 
buying so many of one kind and to have a larger variety to read. 
None of us care to read the same stories over and over. Books 
are all stamped, numbered and covered and a very careful ac- 
count kept of them that we may know where they are at any 
time. 


Pupils and teachers are trying to keep the expense of 
supplies as low as possible by being as careful as they can in 
the use of them. 


Transportation 


Many have asked to have their children transported whom 
we were not obliged to transport because they do not live be- 
yond the two mile limit. We have tried to keep this item of 
expense as low as possible, believing the money may much bet- 
ter be spent for books and needed supplies and repaiys. There 
is only so much money to be had and what goes for team hire 
cannot be used to improve our schools. Why does it injure our 
boys and girls any more to walk to school than it did you and 
me when we went to school? Every dollar spent for transporta- 
tion means that much taken from the efficiency of our schools: 
How much better it would be if each one would try to see how 
little he can get for transportation instead of how much. 


Parents Visiting Schools 


Many more parents ought to visit school that they may 
know first handed just what is being done. Fathers as well as 
mothers should take at least one day during the winter to visit 
school. They would enjoy it and it would encourage pupils and 
teachers to have them visit. Schools are not taught very much 
now as they were when they went to school; perhaps they may 
think not as well, but they cannot tell until they go to see for 
themselves. Teachers and superintendent want the help and co- 
operation of the parents. We welcome advice and suggestions 
any time. We may not always be able or think best to follow it 
but we like to talk over anything pertaining to school with the 
parents and taxpayers. 


General — 

The pupils and teachers in the Quaker City and Country 
schools have given entertainments and socials to raise money 
with which they have purchased a phonograph for each school 
with several records. 
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The teachers throughout the town are taking great in- 
terest in their respective scnools. The schools have improved 
very much under their care and teaching. The town is fortun- 
ate to have such an. efficient corps of teachers, especially so. 
when teachers are so hard to find. There is a shortage of over 
80000 teachers in the United States. We have had to close three 
schools in our own district for want of teachers. 


The winter has been exceptionally favorable for schools. 
The longer I work with rural schools the more I am convinced 
that they should be in session more in summer and less in win- 
ter. I hope another fall we may open our schools even earlier 
than we did last fall. 


Attendance 


Our attendance has not been as regular as it should have 
been. Parents do not seem to realize how essential it is that 
their children should be at school ALL the time school is in ses- 
sion. Each time they miss a recitation they are set back just 
that much; but that is not all. They not only lose much them- 
selves but they retard the whole class. I know it is hard for 
parents to realize this fact because when they went to school 
it did not make very much difference whether they were out now 
and then or not. The writer attended school in his boyhood days 
under the same conditions but the teaching is entirely different 
now and each recitation under an efficient teacher means ad- 
vancement. 


In a few instances we have had to enforce the attendance 
law at the expense of the parents. There are other cases where 
we shall be obliged to do the same soon unless the children are 
more regular in attendance. We always hate to compel a parent 
to go to the expense of having the law enforced upon him. 
Thinking that some may not know what the law is we are having 
a section of it included. By reading it carefully you will see 
that it is breaking the law just as much for a pupil to be tardy as 
it is to be absent. 


“Section 14. Every person having the custody and con- 
trol of a child between the ages of eight and fourteen years, or 
of a child under the age of sixteen years, unless such child shall 
have completed the course of study prescribed for the elementary 
school, residing in a school district in which a public school is an- 
nually taught, shall cause such child to attend the public school 
all the time such school is in session, unless the child be excused 
by the school board of the district because his physical or men- 


tal condition is such as to prevent his attendance at school for 
the period required, or because he was instructed in the English 
language in a private school approved by the school board for a 
number of weeks equal to that in which the public school was in 
session in the common English branches, or, having acquired 
those branches, in other more advanced studies. Any person 
who does not comply with the requirements of this section shall 
be fined ten dollars for the first offense and twenty dollars for 
every subsequent offense, for the use of the district.” 


But why need we say so much and put the state and town 
to so much expense to get children into school. All this is done 
‘for the welfare of the children. One would think parents would 
be by far the most interested of anyone to have their children in 
school and this is true of the large majority of parents; but 
there is a small minority who for one reason or another do not 
appreciate how essential it is for children to have an education, 
that they may successfully compete with others in the future. 
Your fathers and mine could get along fairly well without much 
book knowledge, but our children cannot. Times have changed 
and are still changing very rapidly. The man or woman without 
an education will fair slim in the next generation. I can see 
where some children will look back when they are grown up and 
curse their parents for not allowing them or ever compelling 
them to attend school when they were children. 


A very few parents keep their children from school just 
to try to show their authority. Such parents, however, are very 
few and usually very ignorant. 


In closing I want to thank all who have in any way tried 
to make the schools better. It has been a pleasure to serve your 
town and to work with you. I have always felt that I have had 
your sympathy, co-operation and help in administering your 
school affairs. .
